Poultry  used  in  canning  and  other  processed  foods  in  October  1958  totaled 
28,3lU*000  pounds j ready-to-cook  weight — up  17  percent  from  October  1957o  The 
quantity  consisted  of  20,853*000  pounds  of  chicken*  7*158,000  pounds  of  turkey* 
and  3*000  pounds  of  other  poultry.  The  quantity  of  poultry  used  in  canning  and 
other  processed  foods  during  the  first  10  months  of  1958  totaled  216,292*000 
pounds, compared  with  182,611,000  pounds  during  the  same  period  last  year— an 
increase  of  18  percent. 

The  .quantity  of  poultry  certified  under  Federal  inspection  during  October 
totaled  318*851,000  pounds,  compared  with  256,171*000  pounds  in  October  1957— 
an  increase  of  2k  percent.  Of  this  total,  153*116,000  pounds  were  chickens, 
162,679*000  pounds  were  turkeys,  and  3*029*000  pounds  were  other  poultry. 

The  quantity  certified  in  October  1957  consisted  of  107,021,000  pounds  of 
chickens,  116,852,000  pounds  of  turkeys  and  2,301,000  pounds  of  other  poultry. 
During  the  months  January  through  October  of  this  year  1,526,930,000  pounds 
were  certified  under  Federal  inspection— up  20  percent  from  the  same  period 

in  1957.
